"Since the lieglnnlng of civilization 
man has been absolutely dependent on 
time and direction, add II In from lhi< 
stars that time and direction arc cal- 
culated," said nr. A. V. Douglas of Mc- 
Glll University in n lecture at the Me- 
chanics Institute Inst evening entitled 
"Signs of the Zodlnc" which was hetihl 
by a large and interested audience. 

It is net definitely known whether 
astronomy originated In Egypt or Ha- 
j bylonla. but it Is most likely the latter. 
A remarkable similarity In the tînmes 
of certain of the constellations Is ho. 
tlccd in the early Chinese and llaby- 
lonlan astronomy. The Egyptians were 
not very particular regarding the ex- 
actness of the name given to the Zo- 
diac, but paid more attention to the 
figures. The Babylonian astronomy 
passed to tho Greeks and with Pto- 
lemy's aid it has passed down to us. 

Ir. 125 B.C. it was discovered that the 
celestial equinox was gradually shift- 
ing. This term means the position of 
the sun with the stars as a back- 
ground. Until a few years ago the 
cause of this shifting was unknown. 
Sir Isaak Newton showed tho reasons 
for this shifting. The world Is not a| 
perfect sphere but slightly 
at the poles and known as an oblate 
spheroid with a slight bulge at the 
equator. The attraction of the sun and 
moon on the earth thus tends to throw 
the earth off its regular orbit. It has 
been estimated that It takes 'J6.000 
for the earth to make a complete 
revolution of this orbit and so return 
to what was at me time regarded as a 
constant celestial equinox Is really a 
slowly moving orbit. 

The causes for the reasons In various 
parts of the earth was explnlned with 
the help of slides. The north polo of 
the earth is Inclined towards Polaris.

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MEDIAEVAL TOLERANCE IN BRITAIN 

THE freedom ot opinion *nd steadiness of thought in. England seems t.< 
have a much longer history than !s thought. 

Profeasor Gllson in his lecture .v-eaterus;. 1 afurnoon, showed thai the 
coercion of opinion in European countries led scholars to seek a country 
where they could develop new line* of thought without being tortured tor 
it. They found this country ar.d established the school of thought that holds 
such a high pi.-.ce today to which the best English-speaking scholars from al 
oxtr the world go to finish off their studies. 

The suddenness of the Rcr.aisssr.ee causes little surprise after the dis- 
oloaure that it was caused by the narrow-mindedness of royalty, rather than 
by a audder. rebirth of commor.ser.se that would be hard to explain in human 
nature. We can easily find out how premature enlightened movements In 
Europe were suppressed by ghastly means— witness the massacre in Southern 
lVar.ce durir.g the thirteenth century. 

Established or. a basis of fr»r thought, Oxford holds firmly to the tradi- 
tion of tcîeranc-e. Er.g'.ar-d s -dark ace ' seems to have occurred after Me- 
diaeval times, when Henry VIII, Queen Mary and o'.hers were busy killing and 
torturing those who d.ir.'t believe a.« they did. Perhaps the freedom of 
thought at Oxford was sufper.ded during those years, but not for l«.v..e. 

Oxford of :oiay is largely conservative, this attitude being siven to it 
hj :he members oi :b.e rcbil.tr who attend tt. Br.! there is no vestige of In- 
tt0erar.ee. For .r.'\±~:f a socialist party, ambitious and venturesome, exists 
r«cih a: Oxford and at Cambr.dge. Some half-hearted attempt! by bigots to 
suppress it or igr:.-— e hue failed, and their failure reflects great credit on 
the rcuriry. Isroleraac* ir. these »s*s is ridiculous, because new discoveries 
rise :t> new ay-stuns of thought which must r.o: be held in contempt.

Per In- 
stance, f a band of metal is placed 
tightly around the wrist and connect- 
ed to power supply. the frequency is 
very low only the pain of the tight 
vrapplr.K >* felt. As it is n creased, 
he* ever, various sensations are felt 
in turn, among which are heat and 
cold. By placing the e'ectrodes In the 
mouth, ths ser.sat on of taste may be 
experimented with.
